is fulfilled , he that is wiſe, and ob- 
ſerves the ways and works of God, 
may the better and eaſier, underſtand 
what remains to be: accompliſhed. 
Though a &rutiſh man knoweth ngt, net- 
ther doth a fool underſtand this, Pal. 92. 
6. yet who us wiſe, and he (hall underſtaud. 
theſe things z, prudent, and he ſhall know 
them, Hoſ. 14. 9. So then, this I 
would {ay, Though a man profeſs not 1n- 
fall:b;Iity, nevertheleſs, from a due and 
(ſerious obſervation of a Propheſie 1m part 
fulfilled ; it 15 probable ( being a perſon that 
fears God, and in dayly communton with 
him ) what he apprehends by a auligent 
ſearch concerning the reſt, will prove to be 
a Truth. | | 
| 3. Do not Star-Gazers and Mombly 
 Prognoſiicators take Jarge liberty at this 
| rime

rime to publiſh to the world their pre- 
ditions concerning the alteration and. 
change of States and Policies 2 as, what 
Kingdom and Commonwealth ſhall 
riſe or fall in ſuch a Yeer, 'or ſuch a 
Moneth ; and what Deſolations there 
will be, by Peſtilence and Famine, by 
the (word, and by fire and water ; in 
ſ\uch Countreys, Towns and Cities : 
Notwithſtanding it is well known, 
(and confident Lam it isa Truth ) 
the firſt invention of Aſftrologre 1s by 
many learned men attributed to the 
Devil. This is the judgment of Ter- 
tullian, Ib. de habitu muliebyi ;, and a- 
gain, de 1dolatria : and of Origen, 
Hom, 13.in Num, and of Clemens A- 
lexandrinus, in Eclog. and LaFantius 
writeth, as Cel: Rhod;g. hath obfer- 
ved, L1b. 2, cap. 12, Aſtrologza, Auſpt- 
cia, Auguria, ( Oracula 'efſe Demone- 
rum ixventum, And King James calls 
Aſtrologte, the Devils School, Demonol. 
lib. 1.cap. 3,& 4: I might add, how 
their profeſſion and practiſe hath been 
always condemned, for Impoſiure, Jug- 
ling, Superſtition, and Vanity, not onely 
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by the Fathers ( as ſome call them ) bat 
by Councils, and divers learned later 
writers ; yea, and more then all this, 
plainly forbiden in the word of God, 
Ley. 19. 31, Deut, 18.10, II, 1(4.47. 
Il, 12, 0c. 

It this be ſo, that howſoever their 
profeſſion be condemned by God 
and men, yet there 1s freedom given 
them to publiſh their Aftrologtcal

the Time of the End, Rey. I. 3. and 
22, 10. and 13. 10, Dan, 12. 9, IO, 
Surely the Lora God will do nothing but he 
revealeth his ſecrets unto bis (ervants the 
Prophets, Amos 3. 7. Thus Noah knew 
{ thetime when the Flood would come, 
before 1t came, though the ungodly 
knew it not. SO Damel knew the del1- 
| verance of Gods people, a little before 
they were delivered,not by gazing up- 
| onthe Stars, but by the - light and di- 
| re&ion which he had from che Word 
| B&G of 
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of God; Fer. 9. 1,2, But this ſhall 
ſerve for the manuduFion to our dif- 
courſe. 


The Scripture which I ſhall firſt 
mention, and ſpeak a little to ir ( ac- 
cording to that meaſure of Grace 
which TI have received) 1s Heb. 12. 
26, 27. Whoſe voice then ſhook the earth, 
- but now he hath promiſed, ſaying, Tet once 
more I ſhake not the Earth only, but alſo 
Heaven, And this word, Yet once more, 
ſigrafieth the removing of thoſe things that 
are ſhaken, as of things that are made, 
that thoſe things whith cannot be ſhaken, 
may emain. 

But before I come to the opening | 
and apply ing of this Scripture, I think 
it neceſſary to ſet down a few things, 
both to prevent obje&ions,and for the -

To ler paſs many others, 
when Moſes blefled the rwelve Tribes, 
for Judah he prayed thus  :* Hear Lord 
the vorce of Judah, and bring him unto 
hs people 3 let his hands be ſufficient for 
him, ad be thou an' helpto him from his 
enemees, Pent. 33.7. 

"This Prophetical prayer of Moſes, 
ſometimes '1n the whole,” and fome- 
times in part,” hath already at ſeveral 
times been fulfill'd, and yer the Pro- 
 phefie runs on for a further fulfilling.

hand > I ſhallnot ſpeak of that Golgo- 
thain Hiſpaniola, the field of Ezel:ſh 
Skulls and blood ;, nor the many m:llions 
of Treaſure, waſted meerly to fatisfie 
the luſts and will of ſome men ; nor 
what ſhame and diſhonour the Nati- 
on lies under, being ſome yeers paſt a 

| tcr- 
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terrour to all Enemies about us. Let 
us come to confider the preſent condi- 
tion of the Nation : Ask the Souldiers 
what their Arrears are > Then enquire 
among the Seamen,how many months 
pay is due to them > and while you 
are there, calt an eye upon the Nary, 
and (ce in what a pzckle that is, and 
whether there be ny proviſion to ſet 
out a Fleet either offenſive or defen- 
five. Add unto all this, the extream 
poverty of the people, as having nei- 
ther trade nor mony. 

It is probable, there will be in the 
next ſzttzzg, ſome that were Members 
of the Zong Parliamezt ;, theſe men do 
know in what a rifing and flouriſhing 
condition the Commonwealth was, when 
they were diflolv'd. But how are they 
like to find it now-> asa poor ſheep 
full of worms ; the worms are fat and 


| luſty, but che ſheep lean, languiſhing 


and ready to periſh, © So they ſhall 
ſee now ( and not a few ) perſons that 
are grown fat and full, by devouring the 
fleſh of the Commozwealth ; I mean her 
Laws, Liberties, Rights, and Privi- - 

E 3 ' ledgesz 
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ledges ; but for the Commonwealth, ſo 
maugre and lean, as it cannot be long 
liv'd, 1t the Lord raife not up ſome 
good ſhepherds, to look after ir. 

A man that hath ſpent much time 

and labour, and been at great coſt in a 
work, and no ſooner hath done itto 
his liking, but ſhould ſee it preſently 
broken before his eyes, would not this 
extreamly grieve him > ſuch as ſate 
in the Long Parliament,and itood faich- 
ful to the good Cauſe, do well know, be- 
fore Monarchy was ſhaken,and a Common- 
wealth -ftabliſhed, they had hard work, 
and it coſt the Nation not a littleblood 
and treaſure : for ſuch men therefore 
to {ce all that they did broken to 
peeces before their eyes, methinks ir 
_ ſhould much affe& them. What elſe 
they ſhould do,I leave it to themſelves, 
or rather to divine Providence : For 
God ſtandeth in the congregation of the 
mighty,he judgeth among the Gods,Pſa.82. 
I.Saul a little before his end fell into 
ſuch ſ{treights, as he knew not what ro 
do. Iknow who have formerly pre- 
rended zeceſſity, when there was none : 


but 


. but now its. fallen upon them to the 
fall ; for had it not been NECESSITY, 
this Aſſembly had never been call'd : 
what the iſſue will be, a. little rime 
willſhew. The Scripture faith, The 
wicked 1s ſnared in the work of his own 
band, Plal. 9; 16. - | 
It is very obſervable, that the Lord 
meets with opprefſours and deceitful 
men, ore of theſe two ways; that is, ei- 
ther they ſhall rake the Setter way for 
his people, or the worſe way for them- 
ſelves : When Herod charged the 
Wiſe men to bring him word where the yong 
child was, Mar. 2. here he ſhewed him- 
ſelf not a ſubtle ſerpent; not miſe in he 
generation : for.to havehad his bloody 
deſign done indeed, he ſhould have 
gone himſelf, or ſent ſome of his guard 
co have done it, But in this way God 
blinded him,and kepr it from him,thar 
he might take a better way for Chriſt's 
preſervation, So Jezebel, had ſhe 
{enrt-ſome of her Priefts with Souldiers 
 toEl;as( when ſhe ſent only a meſſer- 
ger to tell him what ſhe would do by to 


morrow') that had been a ſure way to

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have diſpatched him preſently : bur 
God would not ſuffer her to take that 
way ; ſhe muſt.chuſe another way, and 
a better way for the Prophets life. 
Again, Tyrants many times chuſe 
the worſe way for themſelves ;, thus it was 
with Pharaoh at the Red Sea; he had two 
ways to chuſe, either to return the way 


he came ( which indeed was the better 


way ) or to go forward and follow 1/- 
racl into the great waters 5 but he will 
zato the Sea : now in this he appeared 
more blind and hardned then before; 


for he might well think, the Lord had 


not made a way thorow the Sea for 
him, but rather had laida ſnare for 
him and his Hoſt, Tam-now wait- 
ing to ſee what will be.the carriage of 
\uch men, who have betrayed their coun- 
try : they have methinks (like Pharaoh)

the Nation, and drown Arb:tr ary Pow- 
er, oppreflion, treaſon, &c, 

It the Power and Majeſty of Exgl: 
Partaments ( which have been )) be ſe- 
ouſly heeded 3 it would nor ſeem al= 
together improper toliken them (at 
leaſt ſome which have been the beſt 
and moſt glorious) to the Red-Sea, For 
many proud Pharaohs with their Hoſts

mred a Commozwealth : that there was 
faftop made, iris true, and we know 
{who were the occaſion of it. 

Truly, ſo wonderfully did the Lord ' 
f Hoſts go forth then with our Parlia- 
[nezt and Army, as among the Hea- 
{then they began to ſay, The Lord hath 
(done great things for them, Pſa. 126. 2. 
Notonly were the Nations awaken- 
ed about us, and began to conſider, 
[whether the day of the Lamb and his great 
power were z0t come © but likewiſe the 
Enemies amongſt us, began to gue 
Glory to God, and would often confeſs, 
that God was with us and againſt 
them.

Shall I not wiſit for theſe things, ſaith the 


Lord? and ſhall not my ſoul be avenged on 
ſuch a Nation as this 2 [er.

\ 3. Ir is uſually Gods dealing with 
his people ( as I laid before) vvhen he 
draws out their hearts to an earneſt 
ſceking of him, to grant them vvhar

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priſoner, AQ,20.22,The like is the caſe 
now of /many pretious Saints : Such 4 
powerful-commanding impulſe they find

And as the Spirit puts a holy force 
upon them to pray co-tzaually, fo they 
have many weighty encouragements 
nor to faint. 

For 1. Iris generally beleeved by 
FE 2 this 
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this Generation of Seekers, That England 
will never be beautiful and lovely, bur 
rather her preſent blackneſs and de- 
formity increaſe,untill thoſe be ſhaker, 
who have made her moſt unlovely ; 
yea, wile in the ſight of the vvorld. 

Neither 2, will there be any State- 
ſhaking in other Nations, as to the 
cutting off of Tyrants , and planting 
righteouſneſs among them, until ſome 
eminent vvork be done here firſt, con- 
cerning a righteous ſerling of a good 
Commonwealth. 

3. It is their beleef,: That the
